No more milk will be sold from cans in the 
mall store depots of Chicago. Hereafter 
only the sanitary bottled product may be 
carried by the dealers, under a ruling made 
yesterday by the department of health. It 
ie likely the dealers will protest, but the 
department will try to enforce the rule. 

This single regulation, it is believed, will 
do more toward improving the purity of the 
city’s milk supply than any action taken in 
many years.

No more sold from the in- 
sanitary tin recep . was the edict that 
came from Dr. J. Biehn, director of the 
municipal laboratofy, and Dr. Gottfried 
Koehler, chief food nspector. 


Small Deale Notified. 


This notice was delivered to the hundreds 
of small dealers who caine into the city 
laboratory during the day to renew their l- 
censes. There are 2,500 of them and their 
depots, while of varying degrees of cleanii- 
ness, often closely resemble the place de- 
scribed at the opening of this story, which 
has not been overdrawn, according to those 
who ba ve accompanied the milk inspectors on 
their rounds. 

The department of health has had this peg- 
ulation under consideration for some time. 
It wae believed May 1 was an excellent 
to try to enforce It. 

The dealers made no complaint regarding 
regulation. Whether they will take the mat- 
ter up later did not develop. It is likely they:

Probably 1,000 licenses to bell milk were 
issued during the day. Half of these went 
to, me. thats dealers, ef whom there are in 


round numbers 1,000. ‘There are 1,500 wagons 
whose owners will apply for the permit to 
sell milk, making, with the 2,500 small deal- 
ers, a total of 5,000 for the city. 
Regulations Strict This: Year. 

The regulations this year, aside from the 
one forbidding the sale of milk from the in- 
sanitary tin receptacles, are stricter than 
ever before in the history of the department. 
A large number of applications were held up 
for sanitary reasons, and because their cows 
had not been submitted to the tuberculin 
test. Applicants for permits to keep cows 
must give: 

Number of cows. 

Distance of stable from human habitation. 

Square feet of outeide space. 

Distance of yard from humen habitation. 

Means of ventilation. 

Facilities for excluding files. 

Facilities for disposing cof manure. 

The applicant must agree to submit his 
cows to the tuberculin test at least once a 
year, that the stable shail be cleaned once a 
day, that no cows shall be confined in any 
yard or tethered on any street or common 
within thirty feet of any dwelling, school, 
church, store, or public building. 

One of the important new regulations con- 
cerning stores where milk is stored provides 
that windows must be fitted with fly screens 
and there must be self-closing screen doors 
between May 1 and Nov. 1.

preciative as the men of Wyoming. If the 
men here don't appreciate you, the men of 
Wyoming will be giad to get you. You'll be 
appreciated there. Now, then, if Wyoming 
is out of the question, raise the money to 
help us on our crusade on the legislature. 

“One thing you surely can do is to circu- 
late petitions demanding that the legislature 
aid you in securing you your rights.”

12000 AT SINGLE SMOKER. 


Local Physicians Prepare Pro- 
gram for June Combining 
Science and Pleasure.“ 


The greatest convention of physicians in 
the world’s history of medicine will be held 
in Chicago during the first week in June. 
Twelve thousand practitioners and special- 
ists representing every state in the union 
and several foreign countries will gather here 
in attendance on the fiftx-ninth meeting of 
the American Medical association. 

As it is the custom for each delegate to 
bring with him members of his family the 
Chicago physicians, who will be the hosts of 
the big gathering, are preparing for the pres- 
ence of between 20,000 and 80,000 guests dur- 
ing the week. Through the local committee, 
headed by Dr. M. L. Harris, and the Hotel 
Managers’ association all the available hotel 
accommodations have been reserved and in 
addition thousands of accommodations in 
rooming and boarding houses. 

For five days the visiting medical men will 
devote themselves to discussions of the prob- 
lems and latest discoveries of their science. 


for the congress that it has been divided into 
twelve sections, comprising the entire range 
of medical knowledge. These sections have 
been assigned headquarters in different parts 
of the city, where depattmental meetings 
will be held. There also will be daily sessions 
of the entire body which will be addressed 
by eminent medical authorities. 


12,000 Doctors Puff at Once. 


Of eqtal magnitude are the plans for the 
social entertainment of the guests. There 
will be a smoker at the Coliseum at which 
12,000 doctors are expected to be present, 
there will be reunions and innumerable re- 
ceptions, teas, theater parties, and a lot of 
organized automobiling. 

From a scientific view point, the gather- 
ing will be an event of world wide im- 
portance. The physicians will begin arriv- 
ing in the city a full week before the open- 
ing of the convention, and hundreds will re- 
main for a fortnight after ite close, in order 
to attend the clinics to be given in the Chi- 
cago medical schools and hospitals. 

Among the foreign medical authorities 
who will address the convention are: Charles 
Edward Beeyor of London, Profs. Brauer 
and Ernst Ferdinand Sauerbruch of Mar- 
burg, Prof. E. A. Schafer of the University 
of Edinburgh, Johannes Pfannenstiel, pro- 
fessor of obstetrics at Kiel; August Martin, 
professor of gynecology at Greifswald; M. 
Chipault of Paris, and B. G. A. Moynihan of 
Leeds. 

Armory Is Rallying Center. 

The general headquarters of the convention 
will be at the First regiment armory. There 
the visiting doctors will go to register. There 
also will be an extensive commercial exhibit 
of accesories to the medical profession. 

A special feature of this exhibit will be a 
collection of specimens illustrating the ef- 
fects of tuberculosis and other diseases, as 
well as equipment employed in the present 
outdoor treatment of tuberculosis, such as 
tents, outdoor sleeping quarters, designs for 
tent colonies, sanatoria, etc. A gold medal 
will be awarded for the best exhibit of the 
treatment of tuberculosis. 

At the armory also the 150 members of the 
aesociation’s house of delegates will meet on 
Monday, June 1, and succeeding days, to 
transact the routine business of the organisa- 
tion. 


. Oonvention Opens; Work Begins. 

The formal opening of the convention will 
take pace at 10:30 o’clock on the morning 
of June 2in the Auditorium. Df. Joseph D. 
Bryant, the New York surgeon, who is 
president of the association, will call the 
meeting to order, and-the president elect, 
Dr. Herbert L. Burrell of Boston, will be 
installed. 

In the afternoon of that day the twelve 
sections will begin meeting and continue 
their discussions Wednesday and Thursday 
and Friday morning. 

Tuesday afternoon there will be an in- 
formal tea for the women guests in the rooms 
of the Chicago Woman's club and of the 
Fortnightly, in the Fine Arts building. 

Tuesday evening has been set aside for 
section dinners and the reunions of college 
alumni and alumna.

REAL FIGHT IN 85TH WARD.| 


| “Deve” to Attack Saloon Petitions by 
Mandamus Proceedings. 


Practically every saloon in Chicago weath- 
ered the storm of Black Friday and was 
prepared to open its doors for b ess this 
morning. This victory is but a tative 
one, however, and may be snatched from 
them at any moment, the “drys” in 
many districts still are fighting and prepar- 
ing for various forms of legal action. 

When City Collector Magerstadt's office 
was closed at midnight 4,608 Mcenses had 
been actually issued. Last year the total 
number was 7,216, but most of the 2,518 not 
accounted for are cared for in bends and 
checks sent in by brewery companies and 
saloon men, not yet checked over. 

It is estimated that the decrease will be 
about 100, reducing the city’s revenue by 
$100,000. So far, 2,162 assignments of license 
or notices of removal have been filed with the 
city clerk. 

The real fight of the day, however, was in 
the Thirty-fifth ward, Garfield park, where 
the saloon keepers and the prohibition adher- 
ents struggled for the signature ot each res- 
dent in the streets. as he went to and from 
work. Both sides claim a victory-—the 
“wets,” in that they will open their saloons 
as ustal this morning; the “ drys” in their 
claim that the saloons will be closed by 
mandamus proceedings before many deys. 


May Close 135 Saloons. 

Meanwhile, Chicago stands to lose some- 
thing like $135,000 if the saloons are closed 
by court decision. That is the amount of the 
license fees which will be paid by the 135 
saloons in the district if they remain’ open 
and the sum which the city treasury will 
fail to receive in case they are closed. 

The fight in Garfield park began early in 
the morning, when many of the saloonkeep- 
ers found that they still lacked many of the 
necessary signatures for the petitions which 
were to be presented at the city hall before 
licenses could be granted. 

The Rev. E. J. Randall, president of the 
Garfield Park Protective association, and 
Secretary T. J. Owen, together with a score 
of assistants, were making a last tour in quest 
for signatures on counter petitions and for 
„ withdrawals’’ from the saloon petitions, 
while the saloon men were also frantically 
searching for names. 


“Drys” Fight with Verse. 

The “ drys” appeared with little placards 
bearing this verse from an old song, ridi- 
culing the saloon men’s argument. 

Then let them drink on, let the old stomachs bulge, 

And, as they play out, let the young ones indulge, 

For the city needs money to run it, you know, 

And each swallow you take hédips the govern- 
ment so. 


By noon the protective association and 
the churchgoers who were assisting in the 
fight had secured what they declare is a 
large majority of the signatures of the resi- 
dents of the district involved. They also se- 
cured many withdrawals from the saloon 
men's petition and these, all signed upon spe- 
cially prepared blanks, were sent to City Col- 
lector Magerstadt. 

But Mr. Magerstadt, meanwhile, had issued 
licenses to many of the saloons in the dis- 
trict upon presentation of their petitions. 
Some of these petitions held but one more 
than the required number of names and the 
withdrawals appeared to invalidate the new 
licenses. 


Issues Licenses Tentatively. 


So the city collector was inadilemma. The 
licenses already were out of thé office and the 
possessors of them were unwilling to agree 
to return them. After considerable coneulf- 
ing with the corporation counsel’s office Mr. 
Magerstadt decided, as there were other 
points involved, to issue the. licenses tent- 
atively, to be valid until revoked or indorsed 
by the courts. 

The other issue under dispute related to the 
question of petitions also. The saloon keep- 
ers insisted that they were not compelled 
to have petitions except when applying for 
the first license when the saloon was opened. 
Corporation Counsel Brundage, however, 
rendered an opinion some time ago in which 
he said that the saloon keepers could not ge- 
cure license renewal even for a six months’ 
period without producing fresh petitions 
showing that the residents of that particular 
district wished them to remain there. 


Forest Park Limits Number. 


Saloon men who may have planned to open 
darrooms in Forest Park this summer will 
have to wait a while. At its meeting Thurs- 
day night the village board voted unani- 
mously to follow the saloon limitation plan 
adopted by Chicago two years ago. It was 
decided that no additional license shall be 
granted unt the town has grown so that the 
ratio shall be one saloon to each 500 in- 
habitants. 

Forest Park has now. about 5,000 popula- 
tion, according to Village Clerk Poos, and 
with thirty-four saloons as a limit, it will 
have to become a city of 17,000 before the 
thirty-fifth saloon may see a chance to get in.

The Minnesota democratic 
state central committee had indorsed John- 
son, but the Bryan men are fighting might 
and main to, carry the primaries, which will 
be held May 7, and to secure Bryan instruc- 
tions from the state convention, which will 
be held May 14. 

Ir they should be successful Mr. Johnson 
naturally passes off the political map, and 
the Bryan men, realizing this, are not 
grudging time or money in the effort. Gov. 
Johnson's supporters have been alarmed to 
hear that the Bryan campaign is costing 
85,000 a day in the governor's home state. 

Allowing for natural political exaggera- 
tion, the fact remains that money is being 
used, and with good purpose. There is no 


charge that it is being used illegally, but. 


there are many legal accomplishments which 
may be achieved by a barrel, and they are 
the accomplishments sought. 


Wealthy Men Aid Bryan. 


Bryan’s cause in the state is supported 
by two wealthy Duluth men— T. T. Hudson, 
who hopes to be retained as national com- 
mitteeman from Minnesota, and Charles 
d' Autremont, former mayor of Duluth. The 
ex-mayor ‘invested in mines and woke up 
one day to find himself rich. 

They head the Bryanites, and are sup- 
ported by Fred B. Pike, secretary of the

neapolie democrats—C. A. Quist, F. B. Cor- 
rigan, Ald. Dwyer, and F. B Larrabee. 

Special efforts are being made to carry 
Minneapolis for Bryan, the Bryanites know- 
ing that, even if they lose the state at large, 
a victory im this city will put Gov. Johnson 
in bad. 

His hopes as a presidential candidate are 
bound up in the Minnesota conventſon's re- 
sult.

Police Seek Kin of Angelo Lazarich, 
Found Liteless in Room. 


The “ Elixir of Life,” which he had dealt 


out to many who had sought his.office during 
more than two decades, could not stay the 


hand of death that rested heavily on Angelo 


Lazarich’s shoulder last evening. 

Lying on a dust covered floor in his bache- 
lor apartments at 147 West Harrison street, 
with only a parrot and a skye terrier dog to 
cheer him, the patent medicine manufac- 
turer expired. It is thought he died long 
before F. Johnson of 812 Desplaines street 
called at the place in the evening. 

Receiving no response to repeated knocking, 
Johnson opened the door and found Lezarich 
lying dead on the floor. 

“Who's there?” called the parrot from its 
cage on top of a desk, as Johnson thumped 
against the door. 

Johnson forced an entrance and found the 
old maker of “ Blixir of Lire dead on the 
floor. Lazarich was 60 years old. The Des- 
plaines street police were told of the death 

a few minutes later and the body was taken 
to Sheldon’s undertaking rooma, 239 West 
Madison street. 


Room Is Curiosity Shop. 

The room from which the police carried 
Lazarich’s body had been occupied by him 
for years. It is a veritable old curiosity 
The dust of years covers everything 
in the place, and old bottles that have not 
been touched im more than a decade adorn 
shelves that are interwoven by spider webs. 
Bureau drawers are filled with old clothing 

and old newspapers that date back for 
nty years, About the room are several 
dilapidated chairs that, when they came 
from the shop, probably were the admiration 
of their owner,

from friends, are sprinkled about the shelves 
and lie here and there about the. room. 
Mice have nibbled at the binding of some 
of them. But the glass vessels that were 
used in the making of his medicines were 
epotiessty clean.

Relatives Sought by Police. 


Lazarich was a native of Austreélia. He 
came to this country more than thirty years 
ago. For many years he worked. hard at 
the ‘manufacture of his 
Hitxir of Life —and is said to have made a 
small fortune. All who knew him loved the 
quiet, severely correct old man. 

The Desplaines street police are looking for 
his relatives, but it is thought that he had 
none in this country. The parrot and dog, 
his friends for years, were taken to the sta- 
tion and are being cared for there. It is 
thought the aged manufacturer died of heart 
disease, for he is known to have gone to the 
doorway to collect his mail shortly after 5 

o'clock. The police are investigating his 

death, but no marks of violence were found

LAWYERS CLASH OFTEN, 


Many ‘Veniremen Admit Strong 
Prejudices That Would De- 
feat Fair Trial. 


Although Judge Chetlain and the lawyers 
in the case worked two hours’ overtime 
yesterday, the jury in the Collins-Comer- 
ford conspiracy trial was far from completed 
at the time of adjournment. 

The eight men selected Thursday night re- 
mained, but the last four men in the box 
have been selected only so far as Defendant 
Frank D. Comerford is concerneed. Former 
Chief of Police John M. Collins still has to 
pass upon them, and it is likely that the state 
will challenge two or three. Adjournment 
was taken until Monday morning, as the 
venire for the week was exhausted. 

Politics bobbed to the surface all day in 
the examination of the veniremen. In 
the case of Andrew Lang, 80 State street, a 
controversy arose which consumed much 
time. Lang was tendered by Assistant 
State's Attorney Barbour with three other 
men at noon. 

In the questions of Comerford, however, it 
was brought out that Lang was a democrat. 
After Comerford had tendered Lang Bar- 
bour asked leave to question the man fur- 
ther. Attorney Nathaniel Sears, represent- 
ing Collins, objected to this on the ground 
of time. 

Argue Points of Law. 

The question of whether Lang could be ex- 
cused by challenge after he had been ten- 
dered wasargued extensively, but Lang him- 
se.f showed the judge a way out of the 
dilemma by asking to be excused because he 
was in a serious nervous condition and feared 
he would break down. He was excused. 

At the close of the session Comerford ten- 
dered James F. Marre, 804 Sixty-fourth 
place; William Oestriech, T70 North Leavitt 
street; Michael H. Egan, 961 South Hamlin 
avenue, and John A. Schwartz, 611 West 
Seventy-ninth street. 

All the afternoon was taken up by Comer- 
ford in examining these men. Several times 
objections were entered by Barbour on the 
grounds that Comerford, as counsel for him- 
sclf, was abusing his position by stating 
prejudicial facta 


Political Questions Raised. 

In one of his questions Comerford laid open 
@ line which the defense undoubtedly will 
follow in the case. He asked if it would be 
oc usidered criminal for a policeman sent out 
in citizen's clothes to watch for pickpéckets 
on a certain street corner to talk politics with 
wuch of his friends as happened to pass that 
wey. Barbour objected to the question on 
the grounds that it might relate to the evi- 
dence in the cage and it was excluded. 

Comerford’s efforts to get at the politics 
of the veniremen was opposed by Barbour on 
several occasions. 

“I ebject to this man standing here and 
making speeches to the jury on matters that 


he is competent to know only as the de- 


fendant in the ease, said Barbour. 

“And I object to the use of the word 
man, said Comerford.. 

“JT amend my phrase and substitute per- 
son, individual, or the prisonér at the bar,” 
seid Barbour. 

“I accept the insult offered by counsel for 
the state, said Comerford. 


Tells of Losing Wager 
Several the men in sald they 
had enga actively in the Busge-Dunne 
campaign. Schwarts, one of the men ac- 
cepted by Comerford, said that he had 
been active. 

“In what way were you interested?“ 

„Well, I lost my money.“ he replied. 

Peter, Faust stirred up some excitement 
when he said that he did not assume that 
the prosecution was sincere. 

“Are you prejudiced against the prosecu- 
tion?” asked Barbour. 

Tea, sir, I am,’ was the response. “I 
do not think the prosecution is on the square. 
I think there is a good deal of politics in all 
this.“

Another point brought out by the associa- 
tion is the strain on the vision caused by 
following long lines of type, even if the type 
be large. Short lines, with suitable leading, 
permit the use of comparatively small type 
with far less fatigue to the readers’ eyes 
than must result from the employment of 
long lines. It is unjust to impose such a 
éifficulty on any reader; in the case of a 


young child—studying, and not reading for 


amusement—it amounts to cruelty.”

HIS PHYSICIAN IS SILENT. 
Seriousness of Case Is Not Denied by 
Medical Advisor. 


New York, May 1.—Conelderable anxiety 
was occasioned today by rumors that the 
condition of ex-President Grover Cleveland, 
who has been ill for several weeks in Lake 
wood, N. Z., had assumed a grave phase and 
that slight hopes were entertained of his 
recovery. | 

One evening paper gave prominence to re- 
ports current at the offices of the Equitable 
Life Assurance society, of which Mr. Cleve- 
land is a voting trustee, that the former 
president's physicians hed diagnosed his 
illness as cancer of the stomach and had de- 
cided there was no hope of his recovery. 


Positive Denial Not Made. 

Positive denial of thes¢ statements was not 
obtainable today. Dr. Joseph D. Bryant. 
who has attended Mr. Cleveland for years, 
said his patient wae all right and that 
all his reports from Lakewood were favor- 
able. In answer toa question ae to whether 
Mr. Cleveland was suffering from cancer of 
the stomach, Dr. Bryant said that, as a 
physician, he could not make public the diag- 
nosis in the case of any of his patients. Any 
information on such a subject, were it to be 
given to the public, should come from the 
family, he said. 


Hotel Denies Seriousness. 

At the Lakewood hotel it was said today 
that Mr. Cleveland was making satisfactory 
progress and it was denied his case had a» 
sumed a serious aspect. 

The rumor as to Mr. Cleveland’s state of 
health attracted unusual attention today 
because of the reticence observed since it 
became known about ten days ago that the 
former president was remaining at Lake- 
wood after the hotel at which he had been 
was closed for the season.

The organization, made mainly of east 
side workers, had — a permit for a 
parade and the massmeeting in Union square. 


About’2,000 workmen were in line when the | 


parade started from a downtown square. The 
march to the park was orderly. Twice the 
paraders sang the Marseillaise ’’ during the 
march and there was no objection from the 
police. 

In Union square the paraders were joined 
by about 1,000 people, Idlers, the curious, and 
some workingmen and women. Samuel Mos- 
kowits, chairman, and other.socialistic speak- 
ers had spoken when Berkman appeared on 
the stand, followed by a dozen of his adher- 
ents, including several women. 


Berkman Insists, Police Consent. 


Chairman Moskowitz said they had per- 
mission for the meeting only on the promise 
that no anarchistic theories should be ut- 
tered. Berkman insisted that he had been 
invited to speak and appealed to the crowd, 
some of whom shouted that they would hear 
him. Police Inspector Cortright said Berk- 


man could speak, so far as he was concerned, | 


as long as he kept within the law. In 
the speech he delivered Berkman rehearsed 
the glories of May time labor gatherings. 
It was the time, he said, when the oppressed 
feel their self-consciousness and dignity stir. 
He covered the history of the May day labor 
movement and said that the workingmen, by 
their strikes for an eight hour day. served 
notice on their capitalistic masters that they 
would not be submissively exploited by the 
greed of capitalists. 

In Paterson, N. J., and Passaic, N. J., 700 
carpenters in all went out on strike because 
the new wage agreement presented to them 
by the émployers provided for a reduction 
of wages.

LONDON, May 2.—The Berlin correspond- 
ent of the Standard says the kaiser again 
has intervened in another nation’s diplo- 
matic appointment, but this time in. a more 
emphatic manner than he did in relation to 
Dr. David J, Hill, the American ambassa- 
dor—designate to Germeny.

M. de Ditten hjmeelf 
aspired to the London post, which its re- 
garded as the highest in the Norwegian dip-

. VOTE THE LARGER SUK. 

There are in this congress representa- 
tives who, although they voted for the 
Hepburn rate law two years ago, mani- 
festly are opposed” to the enforcement of 
one of its most useful provisions. It is 
the one authorizing the interstate com- 
merce commission to employ examiners to 
inspect all accounts and records kept by 
common carriers. The commission needs 
the power so that it may assure itself 
from time to time that the railroads are 
not wandering into forbidden paths. The 
knowledge that an examiner might drop 
in any moment and look over the books, 
as those of a national bank are ihspected, 
must necessarily exert a healthful infiu- 
ence. 

The interstate commerce commission 
asked for at least $500,000 so that it 
might be enabled to perform satisfactorily 
the various new, important duties im- 
posed on it by the rate law. The com- 
mittee on appropriations cut this down. to 


141 1 


850,000, a ridiculously inadequate sum. 


The chairman of the committee has de- 
fended this attempt to paralyze the rate 
law in part by asserting that the rail- 
roads are complying faithfully with jt and 
with the requirements of the commission, 
and hence it is unnecessary to employ a 
number of examiners to go over their 
books. It may be that the roads are be- 
having as well as the trusting chairman 
says they are, but his say so does not 
prove it. It still remains the duty of the 
interstate commerce commission—a duty 
the public expects it to attend to dili- 
gently—to make. sure that the roads are 
observing all the requirements Of the law. 
There should be frequent inquiries 80 as 
to be certain that none of them falls from 
the state of grace they are now in, if 
Chairman Tawney can be relied on. 

Mr. Tawney says he thinks it would 
be better to begin with a small appropri- 
ation and a small force—much too small 
to do the work—end gradually increase 
the force. But the law does not contem- 
plate such a method of securing results. 
It does not recognize Mr: Tawmney’s easy 
going plan of beginning on a smal! scale 
—so small a scale that the rate law 
practically would be a dead letter as far 
as its provisions relating to the inspec- 
tion of accounts are concerned. 

This reasoning lacked persuasiveness 
when the house voted in committee of 
the whole on an amendment to make the 
appropriation $350,000 instead of $50,000. 
There was a small majority for the 
amendment. The house should concur in 
the amendment. It should not act on the 
pleasing assumption that the railroads 
stand in no need of supervision. The 
law assumes that they do. It is made 
the duty of the interstate commerce com- 
mission te investigate their accounts. A 
refusal to vote the money for the pur- 
pose wauld be a declaration = Spores con- 
gress that it wished to nullify in part the 
good work of the last congress. 


CRAMPING ONE’S PATRONS. 


The great theater going public of Chi- 
cago and its environs will be grateful to 
Ald. Jones or “whoever is or may be re- 
sponsible for squelching the ordinance for 
reducing the space assigned in theaters 
to each individual. 

This space has been steadily shrinking 
for a generation, not because the theater- 
goer is bodily degenerating and therefore 
requiring less room to be easy in, but for 
business reasons. Thrift, .thrift, Hora- 
tio!“ As the square foot of city realty 
became more valuable there was inevita- 
ble pressure for a large return per square 
foot in the auditorium. 

Natural as this tendency has been, it 
has a limit in human endurance and the 
public may rightly expect to be protected 
from the extremitfes of economic law. 
It is true that after a certain point of 
: been reached further 
economy will be false economy because it 
will drive peope away from the theaters. 

Perhaps the problem should be left to 
work itself out on these lines, the reward 
of triumphant prosperity being reserved 
for the far sighted manager who makes 
sure of the bodily comfort of his patrons, 
But this working out would be painful 
and prolonged. If the city authorities 
can save us from its rigors, ‘praise and 
gratitude shall be their prompt reward. 

As for the theatrical genius who will 
realize what a discount upon an evening’s 
enjoyment—and hence upon an entertain- 
ment’s success—are aching legs, cramped 
backs, and stiffened arms, the golden cof- 
fers of permanent success await him. 
They shall be his. 


WHO OWNS THE WATERS? 


If the waters of a navigable river are 
the property of the national government 
it has a right to demand compensation 
when it permits their partial use for the 
creation of electrical power. Decent re- 
gard for its own interests would compel

for something which costs it nothing and 


Will not be a detriment to navigation. 
Various Supreme court decisions tend to 
support the contention that congress ‘has 
nothing to do with “rivers except as re- 
gards their navigability, but that the use 
of their waters is a matter for state regu- 
lation and control. That is the view of 
the case taken by the committee on com- 
merce of the senate. 

The question of the awnership of the 
waters has ceased to be an academic one. 
Now that the value of the undeveloped 
water power of the country has been real- 
ized the question has become an extreme- 
ly practical one. There is little dissent 
from the contention that a part of the 
profits accruing from the new uses to 
which rivers are being put should go to 
‘the public. President Roosevelt's posi- 
tion on that point is sound, but the com- 
pensation ; should ‘not go to the federal 
government if it is not entitled to it.

Both Alfotti Don Mario are well known 
in thie country, especially at Washington, 
where they spent several years attached 
to the Italian embassy there. Don Mario 
was popular; Aliotti perhaps less so, becom- 
ing, in fact, involved in a controversy ef a 
social character in the national capital: 

Don Mario has a half-American wife and 
a wholly American stepmother. The latter 
was Miss Josephine Curtis of New York, 
sister of Bessie Curtis, marquise de Talley- 
rand-Perigord, whose daughter by her 
former husband, Maurice de Talleyrand- 
Perigord, duc de Dino, is the wife of Dor 
Mario. Of Don Mario’s five children, four 
were born in New York. He is the chief of a 
younger branch of the historic Roman house 
of Ruspoll, which has a larger number of 
American marriages to its record than any 
other family of the European nobility. 
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Duchess Marie of Mecklenburg-Strelits, 
having been fortunate enough to get rid of 
her plebeian husband, Count Charles Jame- 
tel, by means of a divorce pronounced in her 
favor, has left France and returned to New 
Strelits, where she has taken up her resi- 
dence with her grandmother, the widowed 
grandduchess of Mecklenburg-Strelitz, with 
whom she will henceforth make her home at 
New Strelitzs, at Dresden, where her grand- 
mother has a beautiful villa, and in London, 
where the kindly old lady keeps an establish- 
ment all the year round. The aged grand- 
duchess, now in her eighty-sixth year, is by 
birth an English princess of the blood, being 
a sister of the late duke of Cambridge and 
of the late duchess of Teck, and the last sur- 
viving grandchild of King George IIL of Eng- 
land. 

Duchess Marie has been awarded the cus- 
tody of her daughter and much sympathy 
is felt for her. She isa daughter of the now 
reigning grandduke of Mecklenburg-Strelitz, 
and sister of the crown princess of Mon- 
tenegro. Her marriage was brought about in 
a peculiar manner. While spending a sum- 
mer at a seaside resort in France with a 
duenna she saw much of the Infanta Bulalie, 
who introduced to her one of ner own ad- 
mirers, Charles Jametel, son of an apothe- 
cary at Fontainebleau, who had made a 
fortune by means of a patent medicine. The 
young fellow was filled with social ambitions 
and encouraged, it is said, by the infanta, 
sought and obtained the hand of the duchess. 
If her relatives gave their consent to ithe 
strange mésalliance it was because the 
duchess had become as a young and inexpe- 
rienced girl involved in a foolish flirtation, 
in which she was at the worst guilty of indis- 
cretion, but which malevolent gossip, gross 
exaggeration, and endeavors by unscrupu- 
lous parties connected with the affair to 
blackmail both her and her parents had con- 
verted into a scandal of sufficient magnitude 
to render royal suitots shy about applying 
for her hand. 


— 

Jametel, in order to qualify himself after a 
fashion for the union, obtained from the 
vatican the title of count and the marriage 
took place at Kew, near London, in the 
presence of Queen Alexandra, the now 
widowed grandduchéss of Mecklenburg- 
Strelitz, and other royal relatives of the 
bride. Almost immediately afterward young 
Jametel became involved in a disagreeable 
controversy in the newspaper in connection 
with the double marriage ceremony, which 
ended in the Roman Catholic bishop of South- 
wark writing a letter to the London Times. 
in which he declared that he had only given 
a dispensation to the count for his marriage 
on receiving a written pledge from him that 
there would be no Protestant ceremony and 
inclosing a note from Jametel, in which 
the latter,,when called to account by the prel- 
ate after the marriage for having violated 
his written promise, has excused himself by 
asserting that he was forced against his 
will” by the royal relatives of his wife to 
enter the parish church at Kew after the 
Catholic ceremony on the understanding that 
there should be no second ceremony, but 
merely a prayer recited. This, of course, 
gave great offense to the English royal fam- 
ily, who were rendered still more indignant 
later on by the manner in which Jametel 
endeavered to make social capital on the 
continent of his marriage and of the fact that 
he had become through his wife related to 
half the reigning houses of Europe. 

Had Jametel kept quiet, avoided publicity, 
refrained from ostentation and remained in 
the background—above all, if he had treated 
his wife -well and rendered her happy, he 
would in gourse of time have acquired the 
good will and friendship of all her royal kine- 
folk. German as well as English, to his own 
advantage. In fact, he had everything to 
gain thereby. 

Instead of that he conducted himself with 
such an amount of vulgar snobbery as to lead 
them to hold aloof, and when he found that 
his wife’s relatives were not inclined to do 
anything more for him in the way of social 
advancément he commenced to neglect her 
in the most shameful manner. I mentioned 
a year ago in these letters that the mésalli- 
ance of the duchess had resulted in nothing 
but unhappinese for her and it has now been 
at her request and greatly to the relief of her 
relatives dissolved by the courts of divorce. 

— 

To what extent the character of the Brit- 
ish house of commons has changed is shown 
by the fact that lawyers have entirely taken 
the place of the great territorial magnates 
who formerly constituted the majority of the 
lower house of the imperial legislature at 
Westminster. The change has been brought 
about in recent years. Some two decades 
ago a table was printed illustrating the pro- 
portion of different callings represented. in 
the various parliamentary assemblies of the 
old world, and this went to show that there 
were fewer lawyers in the English house of 
commons than in any other body of the same 
nature elsewhere. Today lawyers number 
about one in every four in the house of com- 
mons, and morethan half of the cabinet of 
twenty members belong to the legal profes- 
sion. 

Among the persons to notice this change 
have been the London cabmen, who former- 
ly thronged Palace Yard in the small hours 
of the night, certain of earning a generous 
fare by conveying home sleepy members 
at the close of the debates, but who now 
avoid the Yard on the ground that they no 
longer find any business there since the mem- 
bers invariably travel home by the under- 
ground or even by the plebeian omnibus, be- 
ing too economical to indulge in a hansom. 

In olden times lawyers were debarred from 
sitting in the house of commons and repeated 
laws were enacted to this effect, notably in 
the reigne of Edward III. and King Henry 
IV., and during the intervals when these 
laws fell into desuetude and they obtained 
admission to the house it was ruled that they 
should be precluded from the legislative 
stipend of four shillings a day so as to deter 
them from the temptation of unduly pro- 
longing the sessions by means of that loquac- 
ity which was their stock in trade. 

It is only fair to add that lawyers are able 
‘nowadays to point out that the parliaments 
from which the members of their calling were 
excluded are precisely those whose laws have 
proved the most unsatisfactory and which 
constitute a blot on the statute book wher- 
ever they have remained unrepealed.

The city finance committee and the mem- 


right of the sanitary district to erect poles 
and string wires in Chicago for the trans- 
mission of the electric power generated by 
ite water power. It was decided to postpone 
action until a report could be had from 
City Dlectrician Carroll covering all phases 
of the situation. 

President R. R. MoCormick of the drain- 
age board explained that the drainage board 
has 20,000 horse power for sale, and 6,000 is 
used by the city and 2,000 by the parks. 
The remainder has been contracted for by 
private consumers, and the board has re- 
fused the offer of a large publio service cor- 
poration to take the entire output, on the 
ground the power was created by taxes ahd 
the public should have the benefit of it. 

But, unlese the city alows use of its poles, 
the district will have to duplicate these poles 
and conduits, and this would mean additional 
cost to the taxpayers. Much of the city’s 
poles and condujt space is not used, and the 
drainage board engineers reported that their 
une by the sanitary district would not inter- 
free with the city’s business. 


City Ownership Facts Sought. 
he committee voted to authorize the 
mayor to employ such help as is N aay 
to discover what it costs the city to its 
own electric lighting plant. This has been 
a matter of dispute for years, and there have 
been many differences of opinion because of 
lack of information on the subject.

Enemies of Plant Lite 

One of the first things the amateur garden- 
er will discover after he has fairly started in 
his competition for a Tsun prize is that 
there are various enemies of plant life against 
which he must take preesutions. Classified 
briefly, theee are: 

Biting Insects—Including caterpiliave and 
beetles, which may be killed by arsenical 
poisone. 

Sucking Insects—Bugs, plant lice, and the 
like, which are destroyed by powders or oils 
which penetrate the skins of the vermin and 
kIIi! them by clogging up.the breathing pores. 

Diseases caused by fungi or other germs, 
which are usually inside the plant attacked. 
To prevent these it is advisable to spray 
the plants early in the season with a germi-

SUIT FOR RENT REDUCTION 
|S LOST BY SCHOOL TENANTS. 


Appellate Court Dismisses 13 ot 
Rosenthal & Eckstein, but Case May 
Go to Supreme Bench. 


The Urhcheh Appellate court 8 de- 
nied to Benjamin H. Rosenthal and Louis 
Eckstein, lessees of school board property | 
at 150 and 152 State street, the privilege of 
reverting to the annual rental established for 
the ten years preceding a reappraisement of 
the property in 1905. 

Rosenthal and Eckstein sued to set aside 
the reappraisement, declaring it to be unlaw- 
ful and extravagant, and Judge Windes sus- 
tained the suit, taking exception, however, to 
a clause which provided that the rent should 
revert to §9, a year, the amount estab- 
lished in 1895. The decision on this clause 


was appealed. 

If the Appellate court permits the plaintiffs 
will take another appeal, this time to the 
Supreme court. Should the Supreme court 
uphold the decision of the lower court, or 
should the Appellate court refuse to grant 
the appeal, a reappraisement of the property 
for 1905 to 1915 will be made.

The money which really belonged to the 
country banks had been loaned upon Wal!

interest charge. After the crash came it was 
found impossible to call a great many of 
these: loans because this would have pro- 
duced an actual panic in addition to the 
currency stringency. The New York banks 
thereupon refused to pay the reserves be- 
longing to the country banks and the cur- 
rency stringency which originally existed 
only in New York was thereby transferred 
to the country at large. For this reason 
many members of congress advocated a sec- 
tion, requiring the country banks to keep a 
larger percentage of cash in their vaults, so 
as to make them more independent of New 
York and Wall street interests. | 

In the hearings before the house committee 
on banking and currency this section was 
bombarded ali along the line. It was not in 
the original Aldrich bill at all, and of course 
did not belong in an emergency plan. It 
was ax amendment injected into the bill by 
a sou n senator in spite of the fact that 
ft was a permanent change in the banking 
system of the country and had no more to 
do with the issue of circulation than it had 


with any other detail of the banking busi- 
nese. 


Not in the Vreeland Bill. 


It was objected to by Mr. Aldrich and 
others because it was manifestly not ger- 
mane to the subject, and if the bill had ever 
got into conference this section would 
have been stricken out without objection 
on the part of the senate conferees. This 
whole section has been eliminated in the 
Vreeland bill, so that the objection on the 
part of bankers will be avoided. 

The final section of the currency measure 
as it passed the senate was the La Follette 
amendment forbidding any investment of 
funds by any bank with ary firm or corpora- 
tion any of whose officers or directors are 
officers or directors of the bank. This was 
the remedy proposed by Mr. La Follette ande 
others for the practices engaged in by Heinze 
and other wildcat financiers which precipi- 
tated the panic of last October. It was also 
pernicious legislation, besides being abso- 
lutely faulty in principle. 

There was a storm of objection to it, par- 
ticularly from the large cities, because it was 
evident that the section was out of harmony 
entirely with modern business methods, and 
that if it were enacted into law it would 
paralyze the business interests of every 
large city where there has been an inter- 
lacing of all sorts of corporations with more 
or less identical directors and officers. This 
section also was drpped by Mr. Vreeland 
because it was in no sense a part of an emer- 
gency bill, and also because it was manifestly 
vicious legislation. 


Good Chance for Bill. 


Having reduced the tax, included com- 
mercial paper, together with bonds, and all 
other bank assets as a basis of circulation, 
having made it entirely voluntary with any 
bank whether it should go into the national 
Clearing House association, and having elim- 
inated the two sections which were most bit- 
terly antagonized, the authors of the Vree- 
land bill believe that in that composite meas- 
ure, which has received the sanction of the re- 
publican leaders, both in the house and in the 
senate, they have succeeded in getting to- 
gether on an emergency financial scheme 
which will at least be good enough to tide the 
country over for a few years until a perma- 
nent change in the currency system can be 
thought out. 

To facilitate the study of banking methods 
as applied to the national currency system, 
the Vreeland bill also provides for a perma- 
nent commission to take up this matter and 
to report. to.congress as soon. as any conclu- 
sions can be reached. This is something the 
bankers have all advocated, and even the 
irreconcilable theorists on the banking and 
currency committee have been Committed to 
the commission idea, although they evolved a 
cumbersome body which could scarcely have 
been. expected to accomplish any real good. 

With the commission idea as advocated by 
the bankers and with the other objectionable 
features eliminated, the Vreeland bill comes 
close to being a nonpartisan and an excellent 
compronilse, and on that basis the republican 
leaders and the president have about con- 
cluded that the measure must be put through 
under the whip and spur or congress kept 
here until some emergency-scheme can be 
adopted. 2

600 New Dngland women who make their 
own living, and who are in Washington 
sightseeing. He said he believed in clubs, 
and wished his callers success in the future. 
The visitors are members of the National 
League of Woman Workers. Both the presi- 
dent and Mrs. Roosevelt gave a cordial 
greeting to the workers and shook hands 
with them. 

It ie a real pleasure to * vou today.“ 
said President Roosevelt. I often meet 
delegiſtions here in the East room of the 


White house. All of them I am glad to see, 


and I can say with entire truth that there 
is none that comes here which I could be 
more pleased to see than this. I would 
not be fit to hold the position that I do, I 
would not be a good American, if I did not 
take a peculiar interest in exactly the kind 
of clubs which are represented here today. 

Interest in Woman’s Betterment. 

I think it is highly typical of our people 
that we should be able to gather together 
for social and intellectual betterment, and, 
interested though I am in such organizations 
of men, I am even more interested when 
they are managed by and controlled in the 
interests of women, and particularly working 
women and working girls. If I were asked 
to point out what, in my judgment, was the 
fundamental difference between the United 
States and any other country, even the most 
advanced, I should say that the fundamental 
difference in our favor was the different at- 
titude taken here toward women; the greater 
chance that the woman has for combining 
with a life of duty the chance of self-im- 
provement. 


Warns Against Dangers. 

“There are always a certain number of 
people who never try to be anything but 
drudges, and a certairi number of others 
who make having a good time the be all and 
end all of life, and I think these working 
womens clubs strike the happy medium as 
well as any organizations that I know. I 
believe in them with all my heart. I am 
glad to see you as representatives of them 


here today, and I wish you all possible good

But how is this “impartial state official * 
to determine what manuscripts to publish 
and what to refuse? Is it impartial to publish 


Mr. Wells’ book and refuse to publish the 


works of the countless thousands of would- 
be authors, who even now are unable to find 
publishers? To publish all would be a prac- 
tical impossibility and would deluge the 
people with books in the proportion of a 
bushel of chaff toa kernel of wheat: By what 
means can the chaff be rejected and only 
the wheat given to the public through the 
state's “impartial official?.”’ What an army 
of assistants he must have to read and pass 
upon the quality and desirability of the tons 
of manuscripts which will be offered for publi- 
cation? Still insisting on the tmpartial state 
official,” who will decide what to print and 


what to reject. Mr. Wells observes: 


“Whatever publié publishing is done, it 
must be left open to any one to set up as an 
independent publisher or printer.“ 

He does not explain how this will be possi- 
ble when the state owns and controls all the 
type, typesetting machines, and printing 
presses, to say nothing of the book binding 
machinery, which also must be used to pro- 
duce a book. Neither does he seem to realize 
that these independent publishers and prin- 
ters, if they cquid do business at all under 
socialism, must be hampered by the severest 
restrictions, or they will become dangerous 
competitors with the state and will open the 
way to arouse discontent among the people 
by publishing sedetlous literature. 

But Mr. Wells’ style is charming and his 
book is well worth reading. It isdelightfully 
nalve and pleads for a socialism which might 
develop when all men become unselfish and 
differences of opinion cease. J. M. C.
